REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


We, the School Board, of the town of Piermont, 
present the following report of the schools in town 
under our care for the year ending Feb. 15, 1897: 

We maintained schools in eleven districts during 
the summer, nine in the fall and seven in the winter, . 
twenty-seven terms in all, of varymg lengths from 
eight to thirteen weeks. ; 

The average number of weeks for each scholar dur- 
ing the year has been 25 , 

We have had enrolled 142 different scholars during 
the year, 11 of whom are 16 years of age or over, 
and 2 of whom are under 5 years. Fifty-four have 
not been absent for one term, at least, and 13 have 
been on the roll of honor for the whole year. 

We have employed 14 different teachers, 6 of them 
keeping the same schools throughout the year. All 
but three of our teachers have been residents of Pier- 
mont. and most of them teachers of experience.

Perhaps it would hardly be just to mention any 
names, where we feel that all have honestly tried to 
do their best, but those of our townspeople who have 
interest enough in our schools to visit them occasion- 
ally cannot fail to recognize the fact that we have 
several teachers in town of whom we may justly be 
proud; teachers of marked ability and fitness for their 
work and whose methods are sure of producing the 
best results among their pupils. 

The Public Examination, while a new thing here, 
we believe to be a good thing, as it shows our teach- 
ers wherein their strength or weakness hes and also 
places them where they belong, on a level with the 
most successful teachers of the neighboring towns. 
Believing that the laborer is worthy of his hire, we 
have raised the salary of all the teachers in town to 
a uniform rate of five dollars per week, with two ex- 
ceptions. | 

As there-is no school house in the Lovell district 
and only two scholars, they were taught at a private 
house for a small sum weekly, and the upper grade 
in the village school being very large we have raised 
the salary there somewhat. 

The new charts in use this year have been a great 
source of pleasure and_ profit, especially among the 
younger scholars, and we trust that every school in 
town may have the advantage of their use for a few 


weeks, at least, unother year.

Great interest, too, has been awakened among the 
older pupils in their bookkeepmg, a study to our 
minds far more practical and useful than some others 
more often taken up in our schools. Twenty-two 
scholars have studied bookkeeping during the fall 
and winter terms. 

Three schoolhouses have been shingled during the 
year; one clapboarded and fitted with new windows, 
while various other much needed repairs have been 
made throughout the town.
